Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant proposed amending claim 1 to include the vacuum source 
to be external to the entire tool and proposed cancelling claim 19 as an after-final amendment. Examiner noted that 
such amendment(s) would require further search/consideration and would not be entired on after-final, resulting in an 
Advisory Action being issued. Applicant stated he would file an RCE instead of an after-final amendment wherein the 
RCE included limitations drawn to an external vacuum source that is external to the entire tool. 
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
